STOCK CAN BE 
TAXED UNDER 
STATE LAWS 


Supreme Court 
Decision 


Not Binding in Wisconsin 


Says Commission 


The recent decision of the United 


States supreme court, holding that] 
stock dividends are not taxable un- 
der the federal income tax law, has 
been nullified so far as the Wiscon- 
sin income tax law- is 
concerned. 


The state tax commission has issued 
a statement in which it holds that 
these stock dividends are taxable. 


"The decision of the United States 


supreme court in the case of Eisner 
vs. Macomber on the question of the 
taxability of stock dividends rests 
upon different grounds," says 
the 


tax commission. "This case merely 
holds that stock dividends are not 
income within the meaning of the 
sixteenth amendment to the. United 
States constitution, authorizing con- 
gress to pass income tax ,laws with- 
out apportionment according to pop- 
ulation.

"The implication is that if such 


dividends are taxable at all, it can 
only be by direct tax. apportioned 
among the states according to popu- 
lation as required by sections 2 and 
9 of article I of. the 
constitution.
